I use either a shunt 
transistor or a series fet switch (cmos quad bilateral works fine) to keep 
the PLL from being wobbled about while the radio is trying to receive.

the local Department of Communications about this (Canada) and they told me 
that packet radio would allow one to communicate furthur than 25 miles. 

Also, to tap the TNC into the microphone line (even if it was only at the 
connector) would void the type-acceptance of the rig. The only type accepted 
modulation source is the mike that came with the rig, or any type accepted 
replacement mike. The only modulation method approved for CB is AM and 

SSB. A TNC tied to the mic ‘could' technically be called FSK when feeding 

SSB, even though it is AFSK (regular audio modulation). This is also 

where I got this statement that it contradicts an ITU agreement on use of 

11M band. I have since seen that some countries ignore this agreement ...
